She is under the com- 
mand of Commander Cameron Wins- 
low, 
the President's naval aide, and 


tarries a full complement of 250 men. 


11 is expected that the Sylph, the 


Presidents naval yacht, with Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Pierce and some 
guests invited to the recaption of the 
envoys, will 
arrive 
here tomorrow

Mr. Pierce will be accompanied by 


Rear Admiral Sigsbee, as a represent- 
ative of the navy, and Major-General 
Grant, commander of the department 
of the east, as representative of the 
army. 


The Russian and Japanese plenipo- 


tentiaries and suites leave New York 
tomorrow morning. 


The envoys and suites will make 


the trip to Oyster Bay in the sister 
cruisers the Chattanooga and the Ta- 
coma.

Bv Brundage, a laborer, who told thu 
jury that the Meyer woman had early 
irtithe evening informed him that she 
was going to take her life and that it 
would be the last time he would ever 
see her. 
Flossie McKinna, a sister of the 


dead girl testified that Josie came into 
her room shortly after midnight with 
the declaration 
that she had taken 


poison and that she wanted to die. 
Shi; believed that her sister took the 
poison upon the impulse of the mo- 
ment. 


C. L. Watts, a policeman, testified 


that he found an empty bottle marked 
"Laudanum" and a small whisky glass 
in the rear of the dead woman's house 
soon after he had been 'summoned on 
the case, and that both smelled strorig-- 
ly of poison. 


Doctors Brock and Walker testified 


from a professional point of view, tell- 
ing the jury that the woman died ELS 
the direct result of the action of the 
poison upon her 'system. 


The 
verdict stated 
above 
was 


brought in by the jury soon after re- 
tiring and the jurors were discharged. 


The body of the dead woman will l>e 


shipped to Sacramento

The meet was held under the auspices 
of the A. A. U and was strictly ama- 
teur. 


Freisell is well known to followers 


of college athletics on the coast. For 
three years >he played with the Unl 
versity of Nevada football team, be- 
ing a member of the 1902 team that 
sent Stanford down to defeat with a 
6 to 0 score; and the 1903 team that 
played Stanford a tie game and won 
from the University of California by 
a 6 to 2 score. 


He was one of the strongest punt- 


ers that Xevada has had and more than 
once his kicks of 60 and 70 yards have 
saved 
Nevada 
from 
being scored 


against. In track and field sports he 
likewise made a good record and at 
the present time holds the Nevada 
record for the broad jump, high Jump, 
high and low hurdles, and has tied 
the record in the 100-yard dash.

The 
plunge and adjoining buildings will 
cost in the neighborhood of $10,000 
and 
will be completed within 3ix 


weeks. 


The baths wil all be under one roof, 


the main building will be 102x72 feet 
and the big cement plunge will vary in 
depth from two and a half to four and 
a half feet, with an inlet and outlet. 
Fresh water from the hot springs will 
constantly flow through the pool. 


At one end of the big natatorium six 


private plunges will be constructed 
10x6 in size for the accommodation of 
parties who may visit the resort and 
wish to keep to themselves. 


In addition to the open plunge and 


private plunges there will be a number 
of elegantly appointed private bath 
rooms. 


The hotel which is to be run In con- 


nection with the baths will be built 
later in the summer. The work on the 
plunge building and baths will com- 
mence next Monday and the contract- 
ors promise to have it completed and 
ready for occupancy within six weeks. 


There is now a good flow of w&ter 


coming into the well which has been 
sunk on the ground and its temper- 
ature as depth is obtained increases. 
The present flow of water registers 
110 degrees. 
" It is the purpose of the owners- to 
popularize the resort and to this end 
they will bend their efforts in putting 
up what will in every way be an up to 
date springs resort.

Arrivals from Wadsworth and other 


points along the Truckee river in the 
eastern portion of Washoe county re- 
port that the stream for the past week 
or ten days has. often been covered 
with dead trout. The fish apparently 
were sound, and there wa» no out- 
ward appearance as to the cause of 
death beyond the color of the gills, 
which were black In color.
